With a handful of parents 
and school officials present, on 
Monday night, November 20, a 
PTA for the Elba School system 

was set in motion. 

By being organized as a 
Parent-Teacher Organization, 
this group will be affiliated 
with the State and National 
PTA’s. 

Membership dues of $1.00 
are asked for each person. Of 
this amount, 10¢ goes to the 
State PTA, and 20¢ to the Nat- 
ional PTA. The remainder of 
70¢ from each dollar stays in 
the local PTA to be used in its 
treaury. 

The officers and others pre- 
sent urge all parents and tea- 
chers to join and participate in 
the PTA.

Public Houses Planned 


The Elba Housing Authority 
is currently advertising for 
of fifty units of leased housing. 
According to housing authority 
Officials, the Authority and the 
Housing and Urban Developm- 
ent (HUD) will first give pro- 
visional approval on sites on 
December 14. Then of those 
developers with approved sites, 
proposals will be accepted for 
the actual construction of the 
fifty housing units.

These housing units will be 
owned by the developer and 
leased, to the housing authority 
for a specified number of years. 
Under this plan the Housing AU- 
thority collects the rent money, 
maintains the buildings and 
pays the owner a pre-arranged 
monthly lease on a long term 
lease. 


quirement that a student must 
be failing a course to be eli- 
gible for a VA-paid tutor. It 
also made tutoring available 
for the first time to wives, 
widows and children studying 
under the agency’s Dependents’

Tutorial assistance first be- 
came available in March 1970 
under Public Law 91-219. It 
was designed for veterans and 
servicemen studying on a half- 
time or more basis at post 
secondary level who needed help 
in passing courses essential to 
their programs of education. 

For this help, VA paid tu- 
tors up to $50 for each month 
or portion of a month they 
tutored, up to a’ maximum of 
nine months. 

Under the new law, how- 
ever, VA pays tutors for the 
actual time they tutor,up to 
a maximum of $50 a month. 
This tends to “stretch” tuto- 
rial benefits which eligible per- 
sons may continue to use until 
a total of $450 is exhausted. 

Neither law charges tuto- 
rial assistance against the vet- 
eran’s basic educational entitle- 
ment earned during military 
service, VA officials pointed 
out.

years Republican State Re- 
presentative James H lshouser 
upset his highly favored Dem- 
ocrat opponent to capture the 
governorship of North Caro- 
lina 

South Carolina Republicans 
captured an additional con- 
gressional seat, re-elected 
Strom Thurmond and picked 
up 12 more seats in the South 
Carolina House and three in 
the Senate. The state’ snew GOP 
Congressman is Ed Young. 

In Mississippi. two Repub-

Coffee County Votes Dry 


A funny thing happened on the way to the 
polls Tuesday—Coffee County voted dry. 

General opinion seemed to be that the rail 
was greased by Dale County’s voting wet on 
May 2 for Coffee County to follow suit. 

At this writing we have not seen the final 
vote on this issue, but we understand the coun- 
ty voted to remain dry by several hundred 
votes, 

A lot of people seem surprised by this 
vote, We are not surprised at all. In conver- 
sations in the days leading up to this election, 
we predicted that Coffee County would vote 
dry. 

Our reasoning was the fact that Coffee 
County had not voted on the wet-dry question 
in a long time, One report I read said 1946, the 
other said 1937, Regardless of which date is 
correct, very few voters in Coffee County had 
ever faced a wet-dry referendum before. Add 
to this the fact that Coffee County has a much 
larger rural voting population than Dale Coun- 
ty. And you know how the feeling is in rural 
areas about this question. 

People in Coffee County are no different 
than the people in Dale or Houston County for 
that matter. The invisible county line that 
separates us draws no distinction in any area, 
except this one activity. We can legally sell, 
consume, and derive tax benefits from alcohol- 
ic beverages. 

The fact that Enterprise went wet by only 
a small margin spelled doom for the measure 
in Coffee County. Ozark went wet by a 214 to 
1 margin. This is what it takes to offset the 
strong dry vote in rural areas. 


Social Security Information 


Social security beneficia- 
ries who continue to work will 
now be allowed to earn $2100 
per year without losing any 
benefits, according to Ted A. 
Gamble, District Manager ofthe 
Dothan Social Security Office. 
This change is effective with 
earnings after January lst, 
1973. For the year 1972, the 
old limit of $1680 is still in 
effect. 

Gamble explained that if you 
earn over $2100 a year in 1973 
or later, $1 in social security 
benefits will be withheld for 
each $2 of earnings. For ex- 
ample, if you earn $3400 in 
1973 and work in all months of 
the year, you would give up 
only $650 of your social sec- 
urity benefits. This same 
amount of earnings would cause

Most people think of antibo- 
ies as the special molecules 
in the bloodstream that help 
to fight disease.

Loads Should Divide Weight 


Advice to heart patients: 
careful of how you carry any

searchers from the University 
of Alabama Medical Center and 
Veterans Administration Hos- 
pital, Birmingham. 

Dr. David H. Jackson, team 
spokesman, explained that pa- 
tients with coronary artery dis- 
ease often get chest pains (an- 
gina pectoris) when they over- 
exert themselves -- as in the 
case of too much walking, for 
example. The pains are a 
sign that the heart is not get- 
ting enough oxygen because of 
fatty obstructions in the coro- 
hary arteries supplying the he- 
art. Many patients have learn- 
ed to avoid the pain by limit- 
ing their activity. But, some- 
times, even when they walk 
shorter distances, the pains 
may strike--as a result of car- 
rying a suitcase, say. or a 
loaded briefcase. 

They forget, Dr. Jackson 
said, that such loads place an 
extra burden on the heart,mak- 
ing it work harder. 

The studies reported indi- 
cate that it’s probably not the 
weight alone, but the way in 
which the load is borne that 
has considerable bearing on 
whether a patient is likelv to 
experience difficulty. 

Dr. Jackson and his col- 
leagues tested 13 healthy voung 
men (ages 30-34) on a tread- 
mill moving at the rate of 
1.7 miles per hour. Each was 
asked to carry 40 pounds--with 
all the weight in the right hand. 
then with all of it on his back. 
and also with 20 pounds in 
each hand The rise in blood 
pressure and heart rate was 
much less in the first two 
trials than when the weight was 
all in one hand 

Since the heart needs more 
oxygen to meet the demands of 
increased pressure and rate 
Dr. Jackson concluded, “it is 
not only imperative that coro- 
nary heart disease patients be 
cautioned as to carrving loads. 
but that they be instructed (by 
their physicians) in the most 
efficient method of carrving 
any particular load.” 

Dr. Jackson has receive?

OUTLOOK 

A lot of Coffee County farm- 
ers are making plans for next 
year. I always like to give 
some of the outlook informat- 
ion as prepared by our people 
at Auburn. Here is the latest 
as prepared by our Farm Man- 
agement Specialist at Auburn. 

Peanuts: Prices received for 
peanuts in 1973 will most like 
ly follow those established this 
year, but if economic condit- 
ions change, a Slight increase 
can be expected. 

Fruits and Vegetables - As- 
suming normal crop volumes 
and sectional seasonal spreads 
in harvest and marketings, 1973 
prices of fruit and vegetables 
should continue to slightly in- 
crease, 

Beef Cattle - Cow Calf op- 
erators can look forward to 
favorable returns in 1973. Mod- 
erate profits appear likely for 
all segments of cattle industry 
with strong pressure uppn fin- 
ishing operation by prices paid 
for feeder cattle. 

Swine - Continued growth in 
demand for pork, feeder pig 
prices to remain above $22.00 
per hundredweight for first half 
of 1973 

Forestry - Outlook for for- 
est products looks real bright 
as consumption continues to 
grow Slight upward shift in 
prices expected for 1973. 
FORESTRY DEMONSTRATION 

A lot of folks don’t know 
it but timber prices have in- 
creased dramatically inthe past 
year. This is-particularly true 
of sawtimber. Whereas a year 
or so ago pine stumpage was 
bringing about $40 a thousand 
it is bringing $70 a thousand 
at the present time. I talked 
with Extension Forester Larkin 
Wade recently about publishing 
timber prices much the same 
as we do for hogs, beef cattle 
poultry, cotton and other com- 
moditiés 
Perhaps there is a chance that 
this can be done on a state- 
wide basis 

The Forestry Demonstration 
on Mrs. Shealy’s farm near 
Damascus worked out fine Fri- 
day. Approximately 75 people 
attended There were great 
interest in the land-clearing 
demonstration, the land 
seeding program and ather th- 
ings that Mrs. Shealy had done 
on her property. I hope that 
in the immediate years ahead 
Coffee County landowners can 
make their forest lands profit- 
able. This increase in the 
price of stumpage for sawtim- 
ber will certainly help get peo- 
ple interested in management 
practices

Our high school are teaching

City Council 


Considering Use 
Tax 


The Elba City Council is 
considering passing a city or- 
dinance imposing a use tax on 
items purchased out of Elba and 
brought into town for use. The 
sample ordinance presented to 
the council reads to include any 
purchase (TV, car, etc.) by indi- 
viduals but discussion with indi- 
vidual councilmen reveals that 
the intent of the ordinance is 
to remove the disadvantage out- 
of-town sellers have over local 
merchants in the sale of ma- 
terials consumed by local busi- 
ness and industry. 

The sample ordinance cur- 
rently being studied by the coun- 
cilmen calls for a 1% figure as 
a use tax, an amount equal to 
the current Elba sales tax. As 
it currently reads, noitem sub- 
ject to the Elba sales tax would 
qualify for the use tax.

During the long ‘’hanksgiv- 
ing holiday weekend that be- 
gan at 6:00 p.m. on Wednes- 
day and lasted through 12 Mid- 
night Sunday the Alabama State 
Troopers investigated 309 ru- 
ral traffic accidents with 163 
injuries and 16 fatalities. Th- 
ese fatalities occurred, 3 in 
Dallas, 2 each in Walker, El- 
more, Morgan and 1 each in 
Baldwin, Calhoun, Chambers, 
Tallapoosa and Jackson County, 
Geneva and Coffee County. 

These accidents bring the 
number of people killed in ru- 
ral traffic accidents in Ala- 
bama this year to 808 com- 
pared with 765 killed during 
the same period of time last 
year for an increase of 43 
fatalities. 

The Dothan District Troo- 
pers investigated 28 accidents 
with 19 injuries and 2 fata- 
lities during this holiday per- 
iod. The Dothan District has 
63 traffic fatalities so far this 
year as compared with 79 at 
this same time last year. 

Coffee County Troopers in- 
vestigated 4 accidents this hol- 
iday weekend with 2 injuries 
and 1 fatalities.

The first reports received by 
the Elba police indicated the 
shooting was by a high powered 
rifle but Assistant Chief Pres- 
cott answered the call and at 
6:15 reported to the police sta- 
tion that the shooting was done 
with a shotgun and instructed 
the radio operator to summons 
police investigator Robert 
Ross. Rossarrivedatthe scene 
shortly afterwards and thus 
began an investigation that in- 
volved law enforcement officers 
from city, county, state and 
others. Theofficers “pulled out 
all stops” in their efforts to 
make an arrest in the incident. 
Within a short time Sunday 
night both the Enterprise and 
New Brockton police had played 
parts in speeding up necessary 
police proceedures. 

At press time local police 
had no further information to 
release nor had they made any 
arrest.
